There would be a lot more in 
terest in car care if motorists 
were furnished a price list of 
parts along with the instruction 
book. 
If your car’s engine has been 
running much better than normal 
these summer days, don’t over 
look the lesson to be learned. It 
is performing better simply be 
cause the car is being used more 
extensively. 
In the seasons of the year 
when the car is largely confined 
lo city use mechanics invariably 
recommend more extensive driv 
fng as an antidote for sticky pis­ 
ton rings and valves, crankcase 
dilution and carbon build-up. Sum­ 
mertime is a clear demonstration 
of the value of such treatment 
Hour after hour of travel at 
road speed is excellent for the 
engine. 
So 
are 
hills. 
Modern 
cars are built for work. and when 
you limit them you invite a host 
of troubles. For best results, of 
course, some precautions are in 
order. Make sure the cooling sys­ 
tem is in good condition. Don’t 
overload the car. Watch the oil 
supply because the oil level will 
drop faster at road speed. Have 
the engine properly tuned. 
But w ith normal care, plus sum­ 
mertime driving, there will be 
better results all around. The car 
gill operate with new smoothness 
In traffic, will start better and 
five much better gas mileage. 
Sign of Low Compression 
If you are testing spark plugs 
by that time-honored method of 
shorting them out one at a time 
with a long screwdriver, don't 
be too quick to condemn the 
plugs if there doesn’t seem to 
be much difference whether a 
cylinder is or is not firing. The 
chances are that this is a sign 
that compression Is extremely low 
in the various cylinders as a result 
of the engine’s age. When com­ 
pression is well up to normal the 
shorting of a. plug that has been 
firing properly will result in a 
noticeable miss in the engine. 
Most motorists remember to 
check the engine s oil after cov­ 
ering most of the day’s run, but 
the better way is to check after

A. Since the joint* on your 
car must be taken apart to be 
repacked tile chances are that 
your mechanic will elect to use 
new parts as the old ones may 
easily show wear. 
Q. There is a very pronounced 
tramping of a real wheel on my 
car. The car has not been in an 
accident. I do not drive fast over 
rough roads. W. L. D 
A. One of tile rear wheels with 
its tire and drum may be out 
of balance. This could be the 
result of rotating tires since you 
are then changing tile tire and 
drum combinations. 
Q. There is a definite binding 
in the brake pedal of my car. As 
far as I can determine this is in 
the master cylinder itself. T. D 
A. Brake fluid that is old, dirty 
and tacky will have this effect. 
Q. What would cause oil foam 
in the transmission? This is a 
converter type of drive. F. D D. 
A. You will find that this is due 


to air getting into the oil through 
a break in the rear pump gasket. 
Q. I can't figure out why my 
car rides so hard. The springs 
seem to be soft enough, and a 
check shows that all of the shock 
absorbers are working properly 
L. McN. 
A. I wonder if the replace 
merit tires on this car are the 
cause of the bad riding. Cars 
are designed to operate with the 
type tire most appropriate to 
their weight. I suggest that you go 
to the trouble of trying a set of 
tires similar to the originals on 
the car. For the purpose of the 
test they can be used tires. 
Q. My car has taken to wan­ 
dering badly. I just never know 
whether it is going to veer off to 
the right or the left especially 
when the road is a bit wavy. 
Front-end alignment has been car 
fully checked. The shock absorb­

whether or not there are passen­ 
gers on the rear seat. 
A. In a case as serious as this 
I would check to see if the front 
and rear w heels are tracking prop­ 
erly.

Q. My car’s speed is notice­ 
ably slower especially on hills. 
Ignition timing is not late. The 
pump is providing plenty of fuel. 
I recently had the carburetor re­ 
built but without results. The en­ 
gine does not overheat. 
What 
next? M. F. A 
A. From here it looks to me as 
if the trouble is with the valves. 
Some stickage, and warpage. 
Q. Engine performance is def­ 
initely below par. T. McN. 
A. Just on a hunch see if the 
exhaust pipe is pushed too far 
into the muffler.

duplicate

mileage figures obtained by the 
experts who drive in tile economy 
runs. The experts have had long 
training that enables them to 
gauge the best speed for maxi­ 
mum mileage under any condi­ 
tions of road surface, grade or 
traffic. 
Rules of economy tests require 
that their cars be “stock’’ models, 
but most economy runs permit 
such gas-saving tricks as tire 
pressures that are higher than 
standard, thinner lubricants than 
would be advisable for continuous 
use, and carburetor jets that pro­ 
vide gasoline mixtures that are 
leaner than usual. 
Not only are their cars care­ 
fully tuned, timed and closely 
checked for any abnormal fric­ 
tion or drag, but they take full 
advantage of the small savings 
to be gained by devices like keep­ 
ing the windows closed to reduce 
wind resistance and avoiding the 
use of the radio or cigarette 
lighter because these increase the 
load on the engine. 
Though many of these refine­ 
ments are not practical for gen­ 
eral use. most drivers could get 
more miles per gallon by follow­ 
ing other economy run proce­ 
dures such as these: 
-Drive at moderate speeds — 
most of the experts stay close 
to the lowest permissible aver­ 
age speed, especially in traffic or 
when approaching traffic signals. 
-Avoid fast, full-power accelera­ 
tion and hard braking — quick 
stops and starts waste gasoline. 
-Be sure your tires are fully] 
inflated — even a pound or tw’o! 
of under-inflation will cause the! 
car to use more fuel. Under-infla­ 
tion 
also increases tire wear. 
-Maintain engine speed as near­ 
ly constant as possible — increas­ 
ing or decreasing rpm’s for hills, 
curves or any other reason in­ 
creases 
gas 
consumption: 
the 
less frequently you vary engine1 
speed, the better your mileage ! 


Many grave markers could, be 
inscribed: “I had the right-of 
way!’’ Most drivers should real 
ize by 
now 
that 
having 
the 
“right-of-way” is one thing, but 
that insisting on taking it is a 
horse of a different color. It s 
no guarantee for survival. 
So you can’t count too heavily 
on your so-called legal rights 
when driving. You’ve got to an­ 
ticipate and give way to the reck­ 
less and careless motorist. 
You can only hope that the 
law or his conscience catches up 
with him before he becomes a 
“vital statistic.” 
Meanwhile, always expect the 
other driver to do the wrong 
thing, and be prepared to evade 
him.

Laboratory tests indicate that 20 
to 25 per cent of the energy pro­ 
duced in a large, fully equipped 
car may go to power such ac­ 
cessories, While you probably are 
like most motorists and would 
not want to do without these 
modern improvements, judicious 
use of them can save gas.
